Coquvebert was firuck dumb, put 
his piftol in, his own mouth, diicharged the coo- 
tents through his head, and fell down apparently 
dead. ‘The explofion of the piftol brought the 
officers together, and after 2 mounencary prufe, 
one of them exclaimed, *‘ he is not dead!’? Ar 
thefe words, Coquebert railed his tead, and with 
a faint voice faid, ‘* No, no, | am not dead!” 
“He _ was immediately feated on a chair, where he 
repeated, “** No—! am not dead; but I repea: 
what I have already faid—Cullive is a traitor.’’ 
At thefe laft words, which his egonies would 
fcarce fuffer him to articulate, he expired.”’ 

The report is perfe&ily trae, that the French 
General Dampierre lately propofed am exchange 
of prifoners with the Prince de Saxe Cobourgh, 
viz.
